Rescission ‘ion of Sale and Return of 
Price. 
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e rule is uniformly recognized that 
a seller who has been induced by fraud 
to part with his goods must, if he would 
reclaim them upon discovery of the fraud, 
t with reasonable promptitude and re- 
liate the contract. The sale, notwith- 


t 
standing the fraud, stands until the seller 


repudiates it, and hence affirmative action 
on his part is necessary in order to avoid it. 
If he does not elect to disaffirm, the sale re- 
mains good, the buyer retaining the goods, 
and the seller being entitled to the price, but, 
when he once makes his election, his act is 
irrevocable, and the status of the title to 
the goods is fixed. These rules are thor- 
oughly recognized as general principles; 
but there is not entire agreement among the 
authorities as to what the seller must do 
in order to make a rescission. 

It is a principle generally applicable that 
one who would rescind a sale, and recover 
the goods, must restore to the buyer anything 
of value received upon the purchase; and it 
is sometimes held that there is no valid re- 
scission until this has been done. Other 
authorities, while recognizing the obliga- 
tion to return the consideration, hold that 
there may be a rescission such as will en- 
title the seller to recover the goods, al- 
though restoration was not made before 
the proceeding to retake the property was 
begun. The cases where this has been 
held have generally been suits by the de- 
frauded seller to recover the goods from 
the purchaser from the original buyer, and 
the objection was urged that the seller had 
not rescinded the contract, because he had 
failed to restore what he had received in 
the sale; and the courts replied that this 
could not be urged by anyone except the 
original buyer, to whom restoration was 
due. This necessarily implies that there 
may be a rescission which will authorize a 
restoration of title to the goods without pre- 
vious return of the consideration; for with- 
out rescission the seller would have no title, 
and hence could not recover from a third 
party. The broad proposition cannot there- 
fore be maintained, thatthe mere retention 
of money or security which the seller has 
received under the contract of sale is neces- 
sarily inconsistent with and fatal to an 
attempted disaffirmance. There may be 
a valid rescission, although the seller, at 
the time he effects it, has not restored what 
he had received at the sale. 

If the seller, without having previously 
ratified the sale, retakes the goods in the 
assertion of title because of fraud, he 
repudiates it. If at the time of repudiation 
he has in his hands something which in the 
transaction he had received from the buyer, 
he may or may not be required to restore 
it, according to the justice of the case; but 
the fact that he has not already restored it 
does not, of itself, render nugatory his dis- 
afirmance of the sale. By the election he 
takes his position, and the rights of him- 
self and of the other party to the contract 
must be adjusted in accordance with it. 
His retention of that which he has received 
nay be only temporary, with the intention 
to restore it eventually; or it may be, in 
some cases, that he is entitled to keep it, 
to reimburse himself for a portion of the

to reinstate the contraet.. Acts subse- 
quently done in assertion of a claim under 
the contract are without right, and may 
be successfully resisted, on the ground that 
the contract and all rights under it have 
been put at an end by the rescission. 

In cases where the entire property is re- 
covered there is no difficulty in applying 
these principles. The seller cannot have 
both his goods and the price; and by re- 
taking the former, he abandons his right 
to anything paid or delivered on the latter; 
and whether he offers to restore it before 
retaking the goods or not, he can be com- 
pelled to give it up, as a condition of his 
recovery of the goods; but when'it happens 
that part of the goods cannot be recovered, 
and money or security has been given for a 
part of the price, complications arise upon 
which conflicting decisions are found. 
Where a partial payment has been made 
some authorities hold that, as a condition 
of the right to recover any part of the 
goods which the buyer has appropriated, it 
must be restored, and that it cannot be re- 
tained in compensation for that which has 
been put out of reach; but others, with 
better reason, hold that if the seller cannot 
recover all of his goods he is not bound on 
rescission to restore the price of those which 
he does not get, but may retain as much of 
the money received as their price repre- 
sented. By doing this he does not affirm 
the contract, for the reason that he is en- 
titled on rescission not only to recover the 
goods which can be found, but to exact 
compensation for those which cannot be 
found, and having money of his purchaser 
which was paid on the goods, he should be 
allowed to retain it for this purpose. To 
require him to pay it over only to recover 
it back, or a like sum, would be exacting 


a vain thing.

Analysis and Synthesis of a Fire 
Brick. 
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By Cuaries Ferry.

Analysis ‘‘ A” shows that the silica runs 

fairly high, while the total amount of im- 

purities appears to be comparatively low. 

In analysis ‘‘ B” there is about the same 
quantity of silica as in analysis ‘‘ A,” but 
the impurities have increased. 

In analysis ‘‘C” it will be seen that the 
silica has been very much reduced and the 
alumina correspondingly increased, while 
the impurities remain low. 

Analysis ‘‘ D” shows a little less silica 
and more alumina than analysis ‘‘ A” or 
‘*B,” but the marked difference is in the 
amount of alkalies (3.48 per cent.), which is 
sufficient to render it useless for resisting 
high degrees of heat. Such a brick will 
give the best service in a position where 
there is only a moderate heat and a great 
deal of abrasion. 

To tell to what purposes these brick are 
practically adapted and my reasons for 
thinking so would be making public ‘ the 
tricks of the trade,” and revealing valuable 
points which have required a great deal of 
time and expense to investigate ; besides, 
it is not my place or privilege to give these 
facts to the public now ; but here are the 
analyses of brick designed to meet certain 
conditions. 

It is true that raising or lowering the per- 
centage of any constituent alters the char- 
acter of the fire brick, and, as the case may 
be, makes it better or less capable of 
doing its work; all depending upon the 
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physical and chemical conditions which it 
must meet. 

By careful study and persistent investi- 
gation the best combinations of raw mate- 
rial for making fire brick are reached, each 
grade being peculiarly fitted to a particular 
class of work. The principal reason for 
their efficiency being in their chemical com- 
position, it is necessary that the percentage 
of each constituent in all these grades of 
fire brick shall be kept at their fixed and 
proper point. 

Ordinarily, fire brick are made from clay, 
sand and what is called,clay biscuit. The 
practical advantage of using sand and clay 
biscuit mixed with clay for making fire 
brick is that the former materials reduce 
the shrinkage of the brick when burned in 
the kiln, and likewise its tendency to crack. 

All that I will say in explanation of the 
mode of manufacture is that the brick mix-

ture of clay, sand and clay biscuit is first 
molded into shape in a very crude manner, 
the object of this being merely to get 
enough stock into each brick for making a 
finished product. The bricks are then semi- 
dried, and when moderately stiff are sub- 
jected to great pressure in an iron box of 
the proper dimensions. This gives them 
their shape and makes them very compact. 
The bricks are then thoroughly dried and 
burned in a large kiln. 

The time consumed in burning a kiln de- 
pends much upon the size, general plan and 
the manner in which it is handled. To 
make a fire brick of the proper composition 
the first thing necessary is to know 
definitely what its ultimate composition 
should be, and then not only formulate a 
mixture which will give a brick of the de- 
sired but one perfect in 
structure. 

Here, for instance, we have three grades 
of clay at our disposal, with plenty of fire

Should the conditions call for 
high in silica we would naturally use the 
‘*B” clay, and to raise the silica yet higher 
introduce an estimated quantity of sand. 

If we knew thata brick running tolerably 
high in alumina would give the best ser- 
vice, the “‘A” clay could be mixed with 
enough of the *‘ B” clay to give the proper 
proportion of silica and alumina. 

There is also a demand for fire brick 
which must be very hard, although not of 
such a high fire test. 

It will be noted that the “*C 
tains quite a considerable quantity of alka- 
lies. The effect of the alkalies upon a fire 
brick is to harden it, for the reason that in 
the presence of the heat of the kiln the al- 


a brick 


” clay con- 
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kalies unite with the silica of the brick, caus- 
ing it to partially fuse. 

In manufacturing such a brick, the most 
important feature of which is its hardness, 
we must take particular pains to regulate 
the heat and total percentage of fluxing 
material, so that when this partial fusion 
takes place it will not be effected to such a 
degree as to render the brick soft. In the 
event of such a mistake the brick would 
lose its shape by reason of the weight 
which it must sustain of the brick above it 
in the kiln. Here then, in a very few 
words and ina broad sense, are the points 
which the fire brick maker has to observe 
with the utmost care, if he wishes his prod- 
uct to give the best service in any par- 
ticular class of work. 

First—To know in what proportions the 
silica, alumina, iron, lime, magnesia and 
alkalies should exist in a fire brick to meet 
the conditions best. 

Second—To see that the materials used 
in the brick mixture will give the desired 
combinations. 

The great mistake which most manufac- 
turers of fire brick have made in the past 
and are yet making is in their producing 
only one or perhaps two grades of brick to 
meet the requirements of all classes of work. 
They may keep in stock what may be 
called a No. 1 and No. 2 ora first and sec- 
ond quality of fire brick. One they are 
able to sell at a fair price and the other at a 
low price. It matters not who orders brick 
of them, whether it is a superintendent of 
a rolling mill or of a sugar factory, the cus- 
tomer gets either the No. 1 or the No, 2 
quality of brick, according to the price 
which he is able to pay. The difficulties 
which arise must be obvious to the reader. 

The fire brick maker who plods along in 
this blind, haphazard way, entirely ig- 
norant and, what is worse, indifferent to 
the requirements of the brick, as to its 
chemical composition which will give ade- 
quate service in any line of work, receives 
areport from one customer that the bricks 
are giving exceptionally good results, while 
from another he is advised that his bricks 
are simply useless and not worth putting 
into position. He is not struck dumb with 
surprise, for itis an old story to him, but 
the fact that the same product gives excel- 
lent results in one place and meets with 
such failure in another is as much of a mys- 
tery now as it was thirty years ago. He 
takes it with the same resignation that he 
does bitter medicine which is administered 
in the time of illness. He feels that these 
reverses must come once in about so often, 
and yet their temporary effect upon him is 
very unpleasant. 

He makes investigation in his own fac- 
tory, which results in the assurance that the 
cause of the failure of this particular lot of 
work was not due to any variation in the 
quality of the material. This he thinks 
shows conclusively that the man who has 
sent him such an unsatisfactory report is 
mistaken and may have intentionally un- 
derrated his goods. After much procrasti- 
nation, and completely ignorant of the 
reasons for his failure, he concludes to 
write this man a letter something of this 
nature :

** Dear Sir—Yours of is duly 
received and its contents surprised me. 

‘*] have manufactured fire brick for the 
past fifty years, and throughout my ex- 
tended experience in the business I have 
always made it a point to put the very best 
materials into my brick. 

‘‘As a result | am constantly in receipt 
of letters which praise my brick very high- 
ly. For this reason I cannot understand 
why my brick should not give you, at least. 
fair satisfaction. 

‘I beg to suggest that you investigate 
the matter to see if, by some reason, you 
have not been misinformed.

It is needless to say that this letter, in- 
stead of convincing the customer that he is 
ath, 
and in a second letter he gives the poor 


brick 


in the wrong, only provokes him to wr 


maker a severer blast than at first, 


and this time intensifies his condemnation 
of the brick. 

The time is not far distant when it will 
seem equally as absurd for a fire brick 
maker to expect to meet the requirements 
of the entire trade with one or even two 
grades of fire brick and hope to give all 
customers the same results as it would be 
for a farmer to feed his horse, pig, dogs 
and hens on hay just for the reason that 
the horse thrives on it.

Attachment for Paper Making 
Machines. 


An illustration is given of an im- 
provement designed to be applied to fast 
running Fourdrinier machines. In this 
class of machines, where the edge of the 
paper comes near the end of the press roll, 
the water which is pressed from the felt 
has a tendency to travel along by the ends 
of the rolls on the edge of the felt, keeping 
it wet. This water works in onto the edge 
of the paper, making a wet edge, which 
consequently fills up the edge of the felt, 
causing the paper to break on the press roll. 
This occurs most frequently in fast running 
machines, where time enough is not given 
for the water to run down over the face of 
the roll, 

The object of the invention is to remedy 
this defect and to provide means for keep- 
ing the expressed water back from the 
end of the lower roll and the edge of the 
felt. To effect this an air-blast pipe is con- 
nected with a suitable source of supply, and 
has a nozzle directed inwardly against the 
edge of the lower press roll immediately 
back of its point of contact with the felt, 
whereby the water pressed from the felt 
at or near the edge is blown constantly 
inward and away from the edge of the 
felt. 

Figure 1 shows an end view of a press 
roll housing of a Fourdrinier machine with 
the air-blast pipe applied, and Fig. 2 is a 
section on the line + + of Fig. 1. 

A represents the upper press roll, and B 
is the lower press roll; C, the felt; D, the 
paper, and G the drip pan under the lower 
press roll. At each end of the lower press 
roll there is an air-blast pipe, H, connected 
with a suitable source of compressed air 
supply and having a nozzle, 4, directed in- 
wardly against the edge of the lower press 
roll immediately in front of its point of 
contact with the felt, the edge of the felt 
being flush with the ends of the press 
rolls. 

The water which is pressed from the felt 
as it passes with the sheet of paper between 
the rolls runs down over the ascending face 
of the lower roll, and falls into the drip pan 
G underneath. That which is pressed out 
from the edge of the felt and at the end of 
the roll is blown inward by the air jet and 
away from the edge of the felt, so that the . 
latter passes through the rolls without carry- 
ing an excess of water, as it otherwise 
would. 

The advantage is that the wet edge, 
which is so troublesome on fast running 
machines, is done away with, and the prod- 
uct of the machine is thereby improved. It 
is also made possible to run the machines at 
a higher rate of speed. 

This improvement may be used on any 
kind of paper making machine where this 
particular difficulty is experienced.

The Westfield Paper Company, of Bath- 
gate, Linlithgowshire, is a prosperous con- 
cern.

In 
the revolver house where the explosion 
took place there are five boilers used for 
the purpose of reducing waste material to 
pulp. At the time of the explosion a num- 
ber of people were at work in the room 
overhead, and when the boilers burst the 
upper part of the building was carried into 
the air along with the wrecked plates and 
dropped into the yard. It is very surpris- 
ing that under the circumstances no one 
was killed. As it is, all of the sufferers are 
getting on satisfactorily toward recovery.

Bertrams, Limited, of the 
Works, Edinburgh, have made a 
sizing and drying machine for a mill in 
Sweden, and are at present busy upon an 
84 inch Fourdrinier machine, with twelve 
dryers, sizing arrangement and ample cal- 
ender power for the Royal Paper Mills Com- 
pany, East Angus, Que., which is also get- 
ting three of this firm’s ‘‘ Acme” beating 
engines. The 106 inch Fourdrinier ma- 
chine made by this firm for the Culter Paper 
Mills Company, Limited, Aberdeen, is now 
started and working in a highly satisfactory 
manner. This machine had seventeen 
dryers and four sets of calender rolls, one 
set being hard grained rolls next the dryers, 
and three sets of five chilled rolls thereafter. 
They are also building a 102 inch Fourdri- 
nier machine for the Guardbridge Paper 
Company, Limited, Fife, for which this is 
the fourth machine which the Messrs. Ber- 
tram have made. It bas sixteen dryers and 
four sets of chilled calender rolls. It is to 
be geared up with a ‘** Marshall” train and 
all of the latest improvements. The ‘ Sim- 
plex" strainer is one of the Sciennes spe- 
cialties, and it has been supplied to the 
Sault Ste. Marie Company among others. 

The Association of German Manufactur- 
ers of Wood Pulp has offered a prize of $750 
for the discovery of an efficacious means of 
preserving wood pulp in a damp state. 
Manufacturers can preserve the pulp for 
only a short period, although in the moist 
condition paper makers can use it without 
difficulty and without previous preparation. 
Of course if the pulp is preserved in a desic- 
cated condition in the form of coarse paste- 
board, which does not add materially to its 
original cost, it can be kept for some time 
without any material change ; but before it 
can be used in the manufacture of paper it 
must be ground up, which adds greatly to 
the expense, and, besides, many paper mills 
have not enough of the necessary ma- 
chinery. Many European paper makers 
experienced this trouble in a marked de- 
gree during the winter of 1893-4. From 
the general decrease of the water supply 
they were obliged to use an old stock of 
pulp, which could only be procured in a dry 
state.

The past week has seen events of 
considerable importance to the paper trade 
taking place in this valley. The Principal 
things are the organization of the new Me. 
nasha and Neenah Water Power Company, 
a voluntary shutdown of water power in 
the valley, and the Geo. H. Taylor imbroglio 
in Chicago, which is felt to a very cop. 
siderable extent by the manufacturers of 
the Fox and Wisconsin river valleys. Then 
there are other minor happenings, which 
will be referred to in the proper place. 

The condition of business remains about 
the same as at last report. Although pulp 
making is for the most part shut off, ang 
probably will not be resumed for some little 
time to come, there is a large supply of 
ground wood on hand, which seems to augur 
well for the future. Considerable talk js 
being heard of a determination on the part 
of the manufacturers of print to raise the 
quality of their paper very considerably 
and rely upon the superior merit of their 
product to recoup themselves at a better 
price. It will be a different policy from that 
which is generally pursued as the price is 
hammered down. 

The success of the effort to organize the 
new water power company was predicted 
in my last letter. A meeting of the manu- 
facturers was held 1n Neenah last Wednes.- 
day, at which it was reported that the 
necessary amount of stock had been sub- 
scribed and paid in, and the preliminary 
steps toward the formation of the company 
were taken. The directors were authorized 
to take up the necessary options which 
have been pending since the scheme was 
broached and attend to all of the details 
until action at another meeting to be held 
about the first of next month, when the 
officers will be elected and .the company 
will be formally ushered into existence. 
One of the probable results of the organiza- 
tion of the company will be the impulse 
given tothe effort which the Government 
is making to purchase the Neenah dam, 
and thus secure control of all of the water 
passing out of the lake. There is now 
every reason to expect that the transfer 
will soon be accomplished. 

Another indirect result of the formation 
of the company was a determination, which 
was reached by the manufacturers last Sat- 
urday, to cease drawing any water from the 
lake whatever for power purposes for a 
time, in order to allow the water to accu- 
mulate in the natural reservoir of the lake 
and reach the crest of the Menasha dam, 
preparatory to the assumption by the new 
company of the duty of apportioning it as 
intended.

We print 
in another. column a brief account of 
what this great combination in the 
chemical manufacturing trade is doing, 
and how it proposes to establish works 
at a large expenditure of money. It is 
certainly gratifying that, combination 
though it be, there is to be such an 
important accession to the industries 
of this country, because this means 
employment for the unemployed, the 
retention of much money at home in- 
stead of sending it abroad, and the 
consequent benefit of the community 
at large and of the vicinage where the 
works are to be constructed in particu- 
lar.

The natural advantages 
which exist here, backed by the wide 
and large demand for chemicals, ought 
to insure success and profitable results 
for this venture. 





Wir the aid and abetment of the 
Italian Government the sulphur com- 
bination in Sicily has been enabled to 
maintain its position and exact the 
higher prices quoted for sulphur, an 
additional export duty of 1 lira (19 3-10 
cents) per ton having been imposed. 
Of course the increased cost of the 
article will be felt by various manu- 
facturing interests here, and it might 
possibly be desirable that this expense 
should be yet further increased in order 
to effect chgnges which in turn may 
react on the sulphur producers of 
Sicily and develop production on the 
Western Continent. The combination 
or trust affects, we understand, to 
despise the sulphur mines of America, 
believing that the possible product is 
limited or that it cannot be put on the 
market so as to interfere with its ar- 
rangements. This is, however, a re- 
markable country, whose history of 
discovery and invention has taught 
us that whenever the exigency arises 
the resources and the men to develop 
them are not wanting. Only lately THE 
JOURNAL gave an account of the organ- 
ization of a sulphur mining company, 
which proposes to open up sulphur 
mines at the South; and as America 
has heretofore shown itself to be pos- 
sessed of immense stores of natural 
wealth and to be El Dorado, so in the 
time to come, and possibly in the not 
remote future, it may also prove that 
its capacities go further and that 
so far as the Sicilian sulphur interest is 
concerned it may turn out to be II In- 
ferno.

C. W. Mooney, New York—Business is 
quiet and it requires no end of hustling and 
seeking out everyone who would be likely 
to want anything in our line to get 
much trade; but I have the great- 
est faith in this country; that it can 
do anything which it sets out to do; 
that it is the greatest and most progressive 
nation on the face of the earth, and that 
the voters will set their seal of disapproval 
upon the disturbance of business interests 
this fall, and that then we will have better 
times and a brisk trade. 

C. F. Zentgraf, Manager of the Inter- 
national Ultramarine Works, New York 
—Trade is dull, but I don’t think that is 
anything new. It is pretty well known 
to the paper trade already, which has for 
some years had the fact emphasized upon 
their books in a way that they will not soon 
forget. Ultramarine, which is used by all pa- 
per makers in the manufacture of book and 
white paper, felt the effects of the depression 
in business as soon as the lines in which it 
is used were affected. The consequence 
was that the demand soon became smaller 
and manufacturers bought only as they 
needed it. ‘The purchase soon, too, became 
a matter of price and manufacturers placed 
their orders where they could get it the 
cheapest, with the result that quality in 
the article was no longer a feature.

The change in Mr. Katzenstein’s financial 
condition was somewhat sudden. He has 
stood well in the trade, and his position 
was unquestioned, he being rated at from 
$75,000 to $100,000, with credit of the high- 
est for that amount of capital. Bad busi- 
ness and speculation combined are alleged 
to have wrought the ruin, but just what 
line of speculation has been indulged in is 
not at present made known, although 
the best information obtainable shows 
that it was only lately entered upon and 
that it was most disastrous. The banks of 
course are the main sufferers, the merchan- 
dise indebtedness being only a small portion 
of the total liabilities. The firm did an im- 
porting business, and at one time handled 
the product of a domestic’ mill making soda 
fibre, but this latter account was closed 
some time ago. 

Mr. Katzenstein lived in the Oranges, 
and before going sold all of his household 
effects. 

The firm was at one time Hatton, Wat- 
son & Co., and then E. Hatton & Co., the 
company being Mr. Michaelsberger, who 
was an uncle of Mr. Katzenstein. Mr. 
Hatton withdrew from the firm and is now 
in California, Mr. Michaelsberger took Mr. 
Katzenstein into partnership with him, and 
the firm, which had been in the shipping 
business, engaged in the paper stock im- 
porting business. On the death of Mr.

MONEY MARKET.—The stock 
market was dull. Call loans on stock col- 
lateral have been active and feverish, the 
rate at one time touching 15 per cent. 
Large amounts were lsaned up to 12 per 
cent. When the highest rate quoted above 
was reached J. P. Morgan & Co. loaned 
$1,000,000 in small amounts at 6 per tent., 
breaking the rate fora time. Since then 
loans have been made on about an 8 per 
cent. basis, with some dealings at 6 per 
cent Time loans have been strong and 
feverish, with little offered and a good de- 
mand. Rates were from 7 to 9 per cent. 
for from thirty days to four months, ac- 
cording to the collateral proffered by bor- 
rowers. On the ordinary run of Stock 
Exchange securities it is difficult to get 
money at any rate. Commercial paper is 
flat. There has been no buying by brokers, 
and the only sales made were by leading 
houses directly to their own banks. The 
ruling rate for the best notes is nominally 8 
per cent., but some sales have been made 
at materially higher figures. The market 
for foreign exchange is heavy. Posted 
rates are $4.84 for sixty days and $4.85% 
for sight. Actual rates were $4.82 @4.84%4 
for sixty days and $4.8334 @4.84 for sight. 

THE PAPER TRADE.—One does not 
find nowadays much in the market that is 
new or unusual. There is a fair amount of 
business, which goes along in a routine 
way, without any excitement, but in none 
of the grades is there any activity. News 
is in fair call, with some mills busy, but 
other grades are going along in a very 
happy-go-lucky way so far as orders are 
concerned, there being no pressing for 
product. A failure in the paper stock line 
in this city has been a very live topic of 
talk this week, and is a decided surprise. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The market is quiet and 
without important business. 

WOOD PULP.—There continues to be 
a steady demand for Ground Wood and 
prices remain unchanged. 

WOOD FIBRE.—There is a fair call for 
Chemical Fibre.

One of the greatest helps in making 
any machine shop calculation is a liberal 


supply of common sense, which unfortu- 
nately doesn’t seem to be as liberally sup- 


plied by nature as we might wish. 
It is absolutely essential to the expert 


mathematician, and the more one has the 
better he can calculate and the less trouble 
He must have a fairly clear 


it is to him. 
head and be able to reason out the different 


steps one at a time as he reaches them, and 


not go jumping all over the lot after some- 


thing that he doesn’t need at present; each 
step must be made as we come to it, then 
the hard spots disappear. The man at the 
lathe or bench may think he can't do this, 
and perhaps he can’t; some of the best 
mechanics I know of can hardly figure the 
speed of shafting, yet they acknowledge 
they would be better off if they could, and 


if any of them read this I shall expecta 


medal, # ¢., if they understand it. 

One of the most common shop calcula- 
tions is that of finding the speed at which 
a shaft is running, or of finding the right 
size pulley that will give the required speed 
to the machine, and this will serve to show 
the use of the cold-blooded reasoning as 
well as anything. Our line shaft runs 200 
turns per minute, and our emery wheel 
should run 2,000 turns per minute. The 
pulley on the grinder is 4 inches in diam- 
eter and belts direct to the main shaft; 
what size pulley should be used to drive it ? 

The rule says: ‘‘The diameter of the 
driving pulley is to the diameter of the 
driven as the revolutions of the driven are 
to the driver.’ Clear as mud to the aver- 
age mechanic; the ‘‘is to"’ generally floors 
him. ‘This can be cleared a little by saying 
that ‘‘the diameter of the driving pulley 
multiplied by its revolutions per minute 
equals the diameter of the driven pulley 
multiplied by its revolutions per minute,”’ 
and this will be found easy after a trial. 
By our problem we know the diameter of 
the driven pulley to be 4 inches, and its 
revolutions 2,000 per minute, and four times 
2,000 equals 8,000. Then as the line shaft 
runs 200 turns per minute a little reasoning 
shows that according to our last rule four 
times 2,000 = 8,000, which equals 200 multi- 
plied by some number which will make it 
8,000 also. It is clear then that 8,000 di- 
vided by 200,will give the required number, 
and 8,000 divided by 200 equals 40, the 
diameter of pulley required to drive the 
emery wheel at the desired speed. 

A little more reasoning shows that as 
2,000 is ten times 200, or that the speed is 
multiplied by ten, and also that the diam- 
eter of the driven pulley multiplied by ten 
gives the diameter of the driver, from which 
it will be seen that the speed varies directly 
with the relative diameter of the pulleys. 
In other words, the larger the driving pulley 
the greater the speed of the driven (the 
revolutions of the driving shaft or the pulley 
remaining the same), and consequently the 
smaller the diameter of the driving pulley 
the less the speed of the driven. Now, 
considering the driving pulley of fixed 
diameter, we see that the smaller the driven 
pulley the greater its speed and the reverse 
(conversely, the text books say), or that the 
greater its diameter the less its speed. 

Then if we have two pulleys of the same 
size it is evident that both will revolve the 
same number of turns per minute. Con- 
sidering our line shaft as before, at 200 
turns per minute and 24 inch pulley on it 
as the driver, how fast will a countershaft 
run whose pulley is 12 inches in diameter ? 
You can follow the rules if you choose, but 
why not do a little thinking, just to exercise 
your thinkery? The driven pulley is the 
smaller, then of course it will run faster. 
How much faster? As it is half as large it 
will run twice as fast,astwo times 200 equals 
400, as the revolutions per minute of the 12 
inch pulley. Now, we have been doing a lit- 
tle proportion, ‘‘ rule of three '’ our daddies 
called it, and we didn’t know it. We said 
to ourselves, 12 inches is half 24 inches; 
then the small pulley will run twice as 
fast as the large one. Or stating it in pro- 
portion we say, 12: 22:: 24: 400, or as 12 is to 
24 so is 200 to 400. Here it will be seen 
that the product of the inside ‘figures (or 
second and third terms) 24 times 200 equals 
4,800, and that of the outside figures, 12 and 
400 (or first and fourth terms), 12 times 400 
also equals 4,800, showing that ‘* the pro- 
duct of the means (inside terms) equals 
the product of the extremes(outside terms) ,” 
as the books say. 

Then if we have three of these terms we 
can find the fourth very easily, for if we 
have ,the first, second and third we mul- 
tiply the second and third and divide by 
the first; in fact any way so that we mul- 
tiply by the extremes and divide by the 
means, or the opposite. Of course, when 
we have a simple problem as before, where 
the pulleys or revolutions are even num- 
bers, we can readily divide and multiply in

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The Limit of Elasticity. 


Prof. Hudson Beare contributes to 
Science Progress the following interesting 
article on ‘‘ Mechanical Testing of Iron and 
Steel’’: No term has given rise to more 
confusion in dealing with the strength of 
materials than limit of elasticity. One in- 
stance will suffice to show the kind of error 
produced by false notions as to its mean- 
ing; the well-known fact that by stressing 
a bar in tension beyond its yield point we 
raised its limit of elasticity in tension was 
usually considered to represent the whole 
result of the action. We know, however, 
from the researches of Bauschinger that 


this is a very imperfect and misleading

conclusion—a conclusion, too, which may 
have caused much of the difficulty in un- 
derstanding some of the results obtained in 
the endurance tests of Wohler. 
Bauschinger’s experiments, carried out 
with perhaps more exactitude than any 
previous experiments of this nature, lead 
us to conclude that there is for any given 
material a true natural limit of elasticity, 
understanding by that term the limit of the 
elastic condition according to Hook’s law,

limit. It was not, at any rate, generally 
understood that such effects only

often indulged in 
this subject as to the value of high elastic 
limits when they are determined simply 
from a static tensile test; and the impor- 
tance of the question is at once realized 
when we consider that these so-called 
higher values are made the basis of a claim 
for higher working stresses, even for cases 
where the loads are alternating tension 
and compression. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that this 
question of the determination of the 
natural limits of elasticity of different 
qualities of iron and steel will be unger- 
taken as a research work by some compe- 
tent observers having the requisite delicate 
measuring apparatus at their disposal. 
Such a research, if carefully carried 
through, would settle many important 
points of the uttermost practical value, 
and would at the same time confirm ex- 
periments which, from their far reaching 
consequences, and from the fact that the 
deductions from them depend on extremely 
small differences in measurements, them- 
selves very minute, must need confirmation. 

Carried out in a systematic manner, 
careful chemical analysis being made of 
the material tested, we should obtain data 
to make it possible to deduce the relations 


during discussions on 


| 
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existing between the values of the natural 
limits and the proportions of the various 
constituents of other elements present in 
iron and steel, and probably be able to as- 
certain definitely the best proportions for a 
material required for some given purpose. 
It would also enable us to settle in much 
more rational manner the working stresses 
which could be allowed in any given case; 
this, a matter of the utmost consequence 
in the case of parts of machines or struc- 
tures subjected to alterations of stresses, is 
equally of importance where there are only 
variation of stresses or even only long con- 
tinued statical loads, for we are still with- 
out information as to the changes which 
may goon in the value of the limit under 
these conditions. 

That a steady change in the opinion of 
engineers in regard to this question of 
working stress has been in progress for 
the past few years is undoubted, but at 
present we are still groping more or less 
in the dark, because, though there is a 
mass of rapidly accumulating data, it at 
present seems largely to be only capable 
of being used in a more or less empirical 


fashion, and still to bein need of some 
rational explanation. The researches of 
the committee of the Institution of Me- 


chanical Engineerson ‘‘alloys’’ have, no 
doubt, done something to shift the ques- 
tion into a clearer light, but the field open 


for research is still very wide.
